rhis decision was rendered in response 
to a letter from Secretary Wilson. 


In his reply Mr. Tracewell says that 


the appropriation for last year was in 
the same 
language as that for the 


present fiscal year, excepting as to the. 
amount appropriated, and he calls at- 
tention to the fact that Attorney Gen- 
eral Harmon rendered a decision to 
the effect that the appropriation o! 
last year authorized the secretary of 
agriculture to purchase the seeds al- 
ready put up in packages and labeled 
tor distribution. 


Mr. Tracewell holds 4n view of this 


decision that while the secretary can 
determine the lorm in which the con- 
tractors shall •• deliver the seeds, he 
cin not purchase the seeds and em- 
ploy persons to put them up, or con- 
tract with some one to do that work. 


"It must not be forgotten," he adds, 


"that congress has used the very plain- 
est language in providing $130,000 for 
the purchase and distribution of seeds, 
bulbs, etc., and has attached to the ap- 
propriation the specific requirement 
that iiot less Mian. $110,000 shall be 
used in the purchase of valuab'e seeds, 
in the purchase of valuable seeds.

Hal-miens Type of Yellow Fever Rapidly

New Orleans, Oct. 2.—The report of 


new yellow fever 
cases 
was again 


something of a record breaker. They 
cropped up in all directions, but up to 
6 a. m. the death record was still low. 
The fever is rapidly spreading in many 
directions, but the large majority of. 
cases are proving to be of a harmless 
type. The weather is warm and the 
conditions excellent for new cases. But 
the death percentage has-fallen consid- 
erably below the record of 1878. 


The most important new case is Dr. 


Beverly Warner, the pastor of the rich 
Trinity church. His case is. a mild one. 
Rich and poor alike have been strick- 
en, and the board of health reports 
seem to. show that the best drained 
and kept streets are presenting cases 
as numerously as those which are mi- 
nus of sanitation. 


A -number of eases,some ten or more, 


were discharged as 
cured. 
Among 


them was Mrs. A. T. Wimberly. Pro- 
fessor Metz disinfected the 
various 


bouses in. which sickness has occur- 
red and wherein the patients 
have 


been discharged. 


A bitter fight is being made on the 


board of health because it is insisting 
in quarantining inmates of houses in 
•which yellow lever -exists and those 
houses which immediately adjoin. Dr. 
Guiteras expressed the opinion that it 
is possible to, confine the .infection 
within the room where the 
patient 


may 'be lying; this has strengthened 
the fight of the public against quaran- 
tine measures. 
In spite of protests, 


however, ma.ny. eminent 
physicians 


and professional men ere urging the 
board to continue its methods.

SLOW TO SPEAK- 


Ihe Spanish Cabinet Crisis nud Hawaiian 


Afiuh-5 DiacusHBil. 


Washington, Oct. 2.—The flrst meet- 


ing of the cabinet since the return of 
'the president from Massachusetts was 
held and was attended by every mem- 
Tier save Secretary Gage, who is not 
in "Washington. 


TAhe meeting 
lasted 
longer than 


•usual, in explanation of which fact it 
was said that several of the cabinet 
members were present for the first 
time in many weeUs, and 
naturally 


they sought the opportunity to inform 


' themselves fully upon .the condition of 


affairs upon their return. Foreign af- 
fairs occupied the greater 
portion of 


the time given up to discussion, though 
the prosecution of the government's 
case against the Union Pacific railroad 
also came in for a good deal of consid- 
eration. Indeed It is said that the only 
action of the cabinet was in the direc- 
tion of closing up this issue, and it can 
be stated that the details of the plans 
of the government have been arranged 
at last. 


The Spanish cabinet crisis attracted 


and was discussed at some length. For 
Borne reason Minister Woodford has 
still left his government officially un- 
advised of the recent happenings in 
Madrid, and nothing has been heard 
from him since his interview with the 
Duke of Tehran, the Spanish minister 
for foreign affairs in the last cabinet. 


This fact compelled a reliance upon 


the newspaper reports of the recent 
important events in Spain. It may be 
said that there seems -to be a general 
belief among the members of the pres- 
ident's official family that the Madrid 
crisis, if not making for good, can not 
toe expected to injure 
our relations 


-with Spain. 


This belief is based upon the idea 


that if a Conservative cabinet suc- 
ceeds to the Azcarraga ministry the 
•worst that can happen will be a con- 
tinuation of the present line of policy, 
lor Spain is too >near nn end of her 
financial resources to put forth more 
strenuous 
efforts to subdue the Cu- 


bans. On the other hand, it is believed 
that a Liberal ministry will almost 
certainly offer good opportunities for 
bringing the present war to an end. 


The conditions in Hawaii as revealed 


to Admiral Beardsleo were talked of, 
and with evident satisfaction the cab- 
inet received the admiral's statement 
that in all of iiis stay in Hawaiian wa- 
ters his relations with the Japanese 
officials, on shore and on the cruiser 
Naniwa, were of the most pleasant na- 
ture. 


In no case had there been the slight- 


est exhibition of a purpose on the part 
of the Japanese commander to attempt 
I nd coup, and there were constant ex- 
changes of visits between the officers 
of the Naniwa and of the United States 
warships while the admiral remained 
in port.

Tennessee Cigarette Law Interferes With

Nashville, Oct. 2.—The main point 


at issue in the habeas corpus proceed- 
ings brought by W. S. Sawrie in the 
Federal court attacking the cigarette 
law passed by the Tennessee' legisla- 
ture May 1, 1897, was that the law was 
in violation of article 1, section S, 
clause 3, of the 
constitution of the

The court holds that the petitioner

all commerce in cigarettes.

danger of insolvency. Plaintiff had 
knowledge £that certain persons were 
indebted to defendant in sums not less 
than §500.

and trouble. The Tribune has been in 
hard lines almost from the time it 
started in its present form last Jan- 
uary. Valjean & Oo. expected to leap 
at once into the enjoyment of popular 
favor and a paying advertising patron- 
age, but their hopes were doomed to 
disappointment. The paper lost money 
steadily and baa been in desperate 
straits for several months. Matters 
were further complicated by trouble be- 
tween Valjean and the business mana- 
ger of the concern—P. F. Tritscheller. 
The latter was diseasted at the loose 
and unbnsiness-like conduct of him, 
who in bis palmy days was loviugly 
called "The Old Mau." 


Tritscheller, it is said, accused Val- 


jean of collecting and appropriating 
money which belonged to^the company 
and which should have been applied to 
the ^payment of pressing obligations. 
Oace a meeting of directors waa called 
and an eSort made to "fire" Valjean 
out of the paper. Failing in this, 
matters worried along a few weeks and 
finally Tritaeheller and his friends de- 
cided to throw the concern into the 
hands of'a receiver. This was done, aa 
told above. 


The next step in the duel will be 


watched with interest. It is under- 
stood that the receiver will ask for 
power to sell the plant of the company 
at public sale and that an effort will 
be made by the Tritaoheller crowd to 
buy it in.
